The case wis before the Gott on the rsih 
and iGth September last. Plaintiff, «merchant 
of 151, Des Vocux Road, sued the Defendant, 
landowner of 61, Des Vaux Road, for the 
specific performance of an agreement, made 
between plaintiff as vendor and defendant as 
purchaser, on the 28th May of last year, for the 
sale by plaintiff to defendant of the remaining 
sportion of Inland lot +,216,subject ta a certain 
mortgage registered in the Land Office, and to 
the payment of §27.500 portion of a princip.| 
sum of $100,000 with interest.

HISTORY OF |. THE COLLEGE, 
[Concluded from Saturday.]. . 


Genius in Chinn, as elsewhere, renders o 
place ilus‘rious, ‘and few spoils are more 
celebrated than this’ lovely vale of the White 
Deer, -where Chu Fu Tsz, the greatest com- 
meniator of Confucius, lived and taught in the 
twelfth century, It is stills place of pilgrim- 
age to Chinese literati, for Chu’s writings’ ae 
przed by them next to their Classics. Crossing 
the “Fairy Bridge” over one of the rivulels 
whose constant murmnr lent enchantment-to 
the otherwise quiet nook, we saw before us a 


high “Compound” wall, red in part and white! 
‘in part.’ Passing the lesser gates, under gilded 


ideographs, we: stoo.t at tast in the courtyard 
of a college older than. any wriversity of 


kurope, Salerno not excepted. This ancient: 


seat of learning was rebuilt—when the ban- 
ners of the thind Crusade were advancing on 
Jerusalem, and its real beginning is-hid behind 
the veil of past ages ne . 

“According .10 Chinese history the grotto 
which shows’ no signs of a natural origin, be- 
ing dug out ofa cliff and arched over with 
masonry, was the retreat of the illustrious poet 
Li Pu (oft Li Tai-peh) who flourished during 
the Tlang dynasty toward the latter part of the 
ninth century. Plu had a fame white deer 
which accompanied him in his walks abroad 
and thas he became known as the ' white deer 
gentleman” and his dwelling "the white deer 
grotto.” A very crude stone image of a deer 
placed there by Ho Tsing in the fourteenth 
century now stands beneath this arch \Vhen 
promoted to be sub-prefect at Kiangchou, now 
Kiukiavy, Pla built a kiosk aver, his forme, 
sequestered abode rendering the spot meinor- 
able from that day, 

Ata time when dynasty fast gave way to 
dynasty (five successive houses holding sway 
between 907-95!) this sheltered corner was the 
retreat of worthy scholars from far and near, 
and here fields were bought, buildings erected, 
students gathered, and a school opened from 
the famous halls of which were (o come men 
able to help guide the affairs of State, Si Shen- 
tao,a master of the Nine Canonical Books, 
was taken from the Imperial Academy to bee 
come the president of this inst:tution, ‘styled 
the Government Schoo] of the Lu Mountains. 
In 906 it was taised to the grade of a university 
coodinate with the other turee universities of 
the realm, The enrolment was then one 
hundred students, “ 

The fortunes of this seat of learning suffered 
many reverses- followed by only partial re- 
coveries until t174 (11792), curing the Sung 
Dynasty, when Chu Fu Tsz (or Chu Hui-ngan, 
or Chu Hi) became prefect of Nank'ang, and un- 
dertook to repair the buildings, then somewhat, 
us now, in ruin, and to restore prosperity to the 
institution which held so high a place in the. 
national annals, thus adding to its fame ihe 
lustic of his own gicat name, He. purchased 
additional lands forthe support of () e scholars, 
established a collegiate code, parts of which 
are inseribed on the backs cf the doars, fee- 
quently visited ‘the college to instruct ihe 
siudents, many of whom rose to prominence, 

The publication of the Classics being at that 


time (orb dden, general education had fallen to 


i low ebb and all classes, officials and com- 
mon folk alike, felt the consequent chagrin. 
Chu Fu ‘Tsz in an audience with the Em- 
perar, as Inspector of the Sue Department 
made a plea for more liberal education, setting 
forth the great disparity between the numerous 
and prasperovs Taoist and Buddhist temples 
(in the provincial capital more than one hua- 
dred, and in every prefecture several tens) and 
the sparse and poorly Supported schools (only 
ane in a prefecttire and none in the small dis 
tricls), and urging the be-towal of an Imperial 


Tablet (a stone bearing a part af the Classics 


w itten on it.by the Emperor himsell) in arder 
Jhat the prestige of the Grotto University might 


be restored, honour pard to sts Maj-sty's meni’ 


lorious ‘pred: cessors, and the scholars of ihe 
realm favoured. ‘This he ventured to beg at the 
risk of his life, forthe civil authorities reyarded 
cven this action with suspicion. : 

The request was granted but the tablet did 
wotassure perpetual blessing, Attbe close of 
the next dynasty it was cast out into the brush 
ding a commotion ard not till the sixth Em- 
peror of the Ming Dynasty (cir. 1470) was if 
found and replaced, [tis not recorded ‘ow 
tong Chu Fu Tsz laboured: hete, but legend 
claims that he spent the rest of his tife as pre: 
sident of this institulion and was buried in the 
shady prove near by. 

The following is a rather free rendering of a 
part of this noled pr-ceptors collegiate: cade 
written on the inner panels of the doors of tne 


, Assembly Hall :—" The ancient Worthie stadt 


nienin seek the principles of righteousness 
and to cubivate amoral conduct which would 
influence others. They did not wish men ine- 
rely to exercise their memories in writing com- 
positions to secure fame and profit. But the 
students of to-day (Chu Fu Tsz’s tame) do not 
f llow the ancient worthies. Let all carnest 
stadents give heed, inquire and discriminate, If 
a man knows his daty and forces himself to do 
it, will he not finally know instinctively what 
vis right without any rules of.order? * * # 
The important subjects taught by the ancients 
I myself will tnvestigate with all the students, 
and we will force ourselves to practise 
them * * # . 


DESCRIPTION OF THE BUILDINGS 


The unpretentious buildings, evidently 
designed for use dnd not for show, are com: 
prised in eight paved but uncovered courts 
affording sufficient shelter forthe four hundred 
students that are said to have gathered there 
inthe palmy days when scholars prepared for 
the service of the State by writing verses to the 
stars. Three ‘sides of each court are given up 
to living rooms’ for students, iwo in each, 
while the fourth or upper side gives space for 
teachers’ quarters and class-rooms. Rn Sin 

Hut in one court, in place ofthe teachers 
quarters, there isa high pillared shiine-room 
where behind red curtains sits the massive 
wooden statue of Chu Fu Tez, an object of 
reverence as the intellectual father of the race 
of students cultured here. This'room comes. 
just in front ofthe grotto where ‘the image 
of the white deer stands. An inscription in 
huge: characteis hangs wbove his throne and 
on either side are tablets to the memory of his 
distinguished disciples. Mi ee = 

Passing into the adjacent court through a 
circular doorway we stand in ‘the sanctum 
sanctorum of the college,’ in the very midst of 
‘its buildings,. occupied by a temple with great 
double. doors. smeared with thé - ubiquitous 
Chinese. red. Dark ante? the.main halt 
of thin temple offers shelter to large images of 
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-onfucius, ‘Mencius and fifteen of tho famous 
disciples ‘of the Snge. This image:-of Con: 
(ucius is rather contrary ‘to ‘custom, and is 
peihaps: accounted for. by the Buddhistlc 
inclinations of Chit Fu Taz, . ; 

. Besides this crude wooden image, thero is also 


| a portrait of the Sage, one of the only three 


reputed to have been made. It is engraved 


‘life siza on & huge slab. of dark slate and is 


evidently the product of no mean skill 
“tin a’small‘room in front of this Confucian 


+, temple is enshrined, curiously. enough, atutelar 


god. Formerly this room was supposed to’ 
bestaw remarkable success in the examinations 
for high degrees upon all those who had studied 
in it, because of the Mery god standing in a 
litte pavition acrass the brook, who holds in 
liis hand 9 pencil which, points direcily to that 
rom, and whd guiced the pen of the favoured 
accupant to heaven-bestowed success. Incon- 
sequence of the favour thus vouchsafed to thase 
who studied in this room, there was sucha 
great rush each season to secure it that vigorous 
quarreling and even murder ensued, so that il 
was relagaled to an idol and henceforth no 
student has been allowed to study there, 

/ "PRESENT-DAY ASPECT, =" 
_‘4t. R. E, Lewis, of Shanghai, in his Educa: 
tonal Cor quest of the Far East, recites the 
amusing experience of himself and’ three 
American companions when visiting the Grotto 
a few years ago. The curiosity of the Chinese 
concerning all 
noted before, but the actions of these students 
may still .¢ recalled with interest, 
-SWerstood in Chu Hsi’s venerable college, 

and presently one, two, three, hesitating, 
inquisitive men with long finger nails, ap- 
proached, and stood awkwardly about, After 
n word of greeting we were shown the main 
eating room.where high square tables, benches 
with no backs, rice bowls, and chop sticks were 
chiefly in evidence, Looking around for the 
New York man of the party we saw him still 
in the ouler court, beset by two importunae 
students. They had begun with his shoes, the 
laces) and metal’ eye-holes ‘being duly 
explained. They took in his stockings, 
which were ‘black’ in curious contradistinc- 
tion. to a Chinese gentleman's white hose, 
‘they. fingered his white duck | trousers 
and coat, anxious to know the cost, The 
chief Confucian inquisttor’proceéded to ask 
and to prove how many sets of garments a 
forcigner wears on his arms, This coincided 
with the three coats which the Chinese expect 
to wear in weather somewhat colder. When 
they had reached the New Yorker's pith-hat, 
there was an outburst of ill-mannered laughter, 
This prince of Chinese investigators held the 
piece of head gear in his hand and commented 
on its lightness in comparison to its umbrella 
dimensions, He made this ‘sally, “ What i- 
your honourable hat made of?” The New 
Yorker being yet young in China could not 
recall the Chinese expression for “pith,” and 
turned to.another of the party to ask. Then 
came an ironical burst of glee—"This foreign 
teacher does not know what his own hat in 
made of!’ 

Still more significant is the treatment these 
visitors received from the master of the schvol, 
for it typifies in itself quite well the change in 
China’s mental atiitude in her contact. with 
Western thought as pointed out in our first 
paperfrom initial arrogance and conceited 
ignorance to a lively appreciation of t*e value 
ofthe Newer Learning, “Before we left the 
college we found a teacher sifting al the 
head of one of the courts with a bandage 
about his head. Hewas not glad to see us, 
his’ malaria possibly accounted for his in 
civilly, which, however, mght have been 
aggravated by the fact that two of the company 
forgot to remove (their, spectacles on coming 
into his presence. However, his {rigidity wore 
off-and wien it came out that the foreigners 
could write (more or less) as well as talk his 
native language, the professor rose slowly and 
stood as he talked with us. Inquiring if we 
were students he seemed first abashed* and 
then incredulous when he learned that all his 
interlocutors were second degree ‘men. He 
Jooked as much as to say, ‘These foreign 
chaps must have brought their degree, if they 
really have them'—not an unnatural thought 
for a Chinese.” ¢ 

“Atlength when the professor was thawed 
out, to the point of civility at least, the Hos- 
fonian in the parly produced fiom h's impedi- 
menta a larye package of Chinese banks, The 
professor, with a quizztcal Inok on his face, re- 
ceived a beautifully illustrated life of Christ, 
and Dr. Faber’s four volume Commentary on the 
Classics, from a Christian standpoint, . The 
fexrned man saw the beauty“of the printing, 
and bowed his acknowledgments. Then en- 
‘sued a scramble amang the students for the 
remaining books One fine-looking fellow 
secured a large valumed commentary on St. 
Mark and St, Luke, and three or four athers 
chased hiny to his room in the atlempt to pet 
it from him . 

We left the scholarard his students earnest- 
ly pouring over the lioaks. and went out of the 

compound. By the ban} s ofa sparkling brook 
we spread our luncheon and while talking over 
the experience of the day, a me:serger arrived 
from the professor. He was insteucted to say 
that the books were much appreciated, that it 
“was most’ kind of us to bring them; and might 
he ask that we B ing another instalment. espe- 
cially the Commentary on the Classics? We 
#ssured the messerger that in (wo weeks or so 
books could be secured from Shanghai ard 
would gladly be sent.” 

Two years ago some ladies who accom- 
panied a party ol genv'emen from Kuling ina 
visit lo the College wer not allowed to enter 
the Confucian temple, and the gentlemen wee 


required to temove the spectacles; but on our. 


visit in August song not only were our glasses 
allowed to remain before our eyrs, but the 
ladies of our party were’ granted ready en- 
trance to this haly of holies. The real diffi. 
cully was rather that things were tno fee and 
easy and the long sobed but rather youthful 
students too pert even fom a Chinese point of 
view. Evidence was not wanting of the shilt- 
lessness resulting from Chu Fu Tsz’s pro- 
vision of free tuition and support of 
each student. -Had it cost them_ more to 
gain this classical learning, they might have 
been more diligent in its acquisition and more 
earnestin making it bear fruit in helpful service 
to their fellows, “ 

Without a competent head or organized 
faculty, without a governing board or scarcely 
-f janitor, the students are a law. unto them- 
selves. They bring their own furniture and 
cooking utensils and build litte hearths for 
private use or perhaps in clubs, The ae 
dated condition of many sections of the build- 
ings, no doubt, results. from a Jack of other 
reqdy fuel. Some parts of the roof are ‘crushed 
in and weeds flourish in several rooms, “Many 
of the memorial: tablets have fallen down, and 
altogether the place has become nothing more 
than a sleepy and degenerate cloister where 
about twenty students, free from the distur. 
bances 6f home-life: and sew spirit of change 
‘spreading over the land, can better ‘prosecute 
their antiquated studies. As typically repre- 
sentative of China's ancient educational syatem, 
the College of the While, Deer Grotto has upon 
itthe mildew of decline, while in many places 
throughout the Empire schools of the newer 
learning undér foreign and native auspices are 
preparing the alert of China's youth to lead in 
the strong and roasterful civilization which she 
is destined to attain,
